12.361 Establishment of Committee. 
 There is hereby created and established an Advisory Committee for Adult Detention Facilities for the County of 
San Bernardino. 
 
 Adopted Ordinance #1885 (1974); 
 
12.362 Appointment of Committee Members. 
 There are six (6) members of the Committee. Two (2) shall be appointed by the Board of Supervisors; two (2) by 
the Sheriff, and two (2) by the presiding Judge of the Superior Court. Of the two (2) members appointed by the Judge 
of the Superior Court, one (1) shall be a member of the State Bar. 
 
 Adopted Ordinance #1885 (1974); 
 
12.363 Terms of Office. 
 The members of the Committee shall hold office for four (4) years, and until their successors are appointed and 
qualify. Of those first appointed by the Sheriff, Superior Court Judge, and the Board of Supervisors, one (1) shall hold 
office for two (2) years, and one for four (4) years; and the respective terms of the members first appointed shall be 
determined by lot as soon as possible after their appointment. When a vacancy occurs in the Committee by expiration 
of the term of office of any member thereof, his successors shall be appointed to hold office for a term of four (4) 
years. When a vacancy occurs for any reason, the appointee shall hold office for the unexpired term of his 
predecessor. However, notwithstanding above references to terms of office, Commissioners shall serve at the 
pleasure of the Board of Supervisors. 
 
 Adopted Ordinance #1885 (1974); 
 
12.364 Compensation of Members. 
 Members of the Committee shall serve without compensation, but shall be allowed their reasonable expenses as 
approved by the presiding Judge of the Superior Court. Such expenses shall be a charge upon the County and shall 
be paid out of the County Treasury upon a written order of the Judge of the Superior Court directing the County 
Auditor to draw his warrant upon the County Treasurer for the specified amount of such expenses. All orders by the 
Superior Court Judge upon the County Treasurer shall be filed in duplicate with the Board of Supervisors and Sheriff. 
 
 Adopted Ordinance #1885 (1974); 
 
12.365 Report of Committee. 
 The Committee shall file a report within ninety (90) days after the thirty-first day of December of the calendar 
year for which such report is made, copies of which shall be filed with the County Board of Supervisors, the Presiding 
Judge of the Superior Court, the Sheriff, the Board of Corrections, the Attorney General, Presiding Judge of the 
Municipal Court, District Attorney, Public Defender, Chief Probation Officer, Foreman of the Grand Jury and the 
County Administrative Officer. 
 Should any party receiving this report want to file a response, such response should be filed with the Clerk of the 
Board within thirty (30) days from receipt of the report. Any response to said report received by the Clerk of the Board 
shall be directly forwarded to the Chairman of the Committee with a copy sent to the Foreman of the Grand Jury. 
 
 Adopted Ordinance #1885 (1974); Amended Ordinance 1885 (1974); 
 
12.366 Duties of Committee. 
 The Committee shall annually inspect the city and County adult detention facilities. Such inspections shall be 
concerned with the conditions of inmate employment, detention, care, custody, training, and treatment on the basis 
of, but not limited to, the minimum standards established by the Board of Corrections. A report of such visitations 



 

 

together with pertinent recommendations shall be filed annually in accordance with the provisions of Section 12.365 
of this Code.
